Just a few months ago, the park- 
ing lot at Jacob Riis Park on New 
York City’s Rockaway seashore 
was filled with happy beachgo- 
ers. Now, it is home to a mountain 
of misery from Superstorm Sandy 
— a growing pile of garbage con- 
taining everything from mangled 
appliances, splintered plywood and 
sodden dr5rwall to shreds of cloth- 
ing and family photos. 

The two-story-high pile, three 
quarters of a mile long and fed 
by an endless caravan of dump 
trucks, is just part of a round-the- 
clock operation along hundreds of 
miles of coastline to clear away the 
mangled mess of homes, cars and 
boats so the rebuilding can begin. 

Three weeks in, it is an effort 
that has strained the resources of 
sanitation departments and land- 
fill operators and caused headaches 
and heartache for thousands of fam- 
ilies in the sprawling disaster zone.

Elmo puppeteer Kevin Clash 
resigned from “Sesame Street” on

and in toy stores. 

“Personal mat- 
ters have divert- 
ed attention away 
from the impor- 
tant work ‘Sesa- 
me Street’ is doing 
and I cannot allow 
it to go on any longer,” the 52-year- 
old performer said in a statement. “I 
am deeply sorry to be leaving and 
am looking forward to resolving 
these personal matters privately.” 

His departure came as a 24-year- 
old college student, Cecil Singleton, 
sued Clash for more than $5 mil- 


lion Tuesday, accusing the actor of 
engaging in sexual behavior with 
him when he was 15. Singleton 
said Clash trolled gay chat lines for 
underage boys and met them for sex. 

It was the second such allega- 
tion in a little more than a week. 
On Nov. 12, a man in his 20s said 
he had sex with Clash at age 16. A 
day later, though, the man recant- 
ed, saying their relationship was 
adult and consensual. 


Clash did not address the new 
allegations Tuesday. He said previ- 
ously he had an adult and consensu- 
al relationship with the first accus- 
er and acknowledged that he is gay. 

Singleton’s lawyer, Jeff Her- 
man, said he had been contacted 
by two other potential victims and 
expects additional legal action. Sex 
with a person under 17 is a felony 
in New York if the perpetrator is

Group: Sell Birth-Control 
Pills Over the Counter 


Washington 

No prescription or doctor’s exam 
needed: The nation’s largest group 
of obstetricians and gynecologists 
says birth-control pills should be 
sold over the counter, like condoms. 

Tuesday’s surprise opinion from 
the American College of Obste- 
tricians and Gynecologists could 
boost longtime efforts by women’s 
advocates to make the pill more 
accessible. 

Already, anyone 17 or older 
doesn’t need to see a doctor before 
buying the morning-after pill — a 


higher-dose version of regular birth 
control that can prevent pregnan- 
cy if taken shortly after unpro- 
tected sex. 

Half of the nation’s pregnancies 
every year are unintended — and 
easier access to birth-control pills 
could help, said Kavita Nanda, an 
OB/GYN who co-authored the opin- 
ion for the doctors group. 

Also Tuesday, the Food and 
Drug Administration said it was 
willing to meet with any compa- 
ny interested in making the pill 
nonprescription, to discuss what 
if any studies would be needed, (ap)

“Now we are back home again,” 
said the 40-year-old Dawood.

Syrian Rebels, in Need of Arms, Seize Military Base 


Base of the 46th 
Regiment, Syria 

After a nearly two -month siege, 
Syrian rebels overwhelmed a large 
military base in the north of the 
country and made off with tanks, 
armored vehicles and truckloads 
of munitions that rebel leaders 
say will give them a boost in the 
fight against President Bashar 
Assad’s army. 


The weekend capture of the base 
of the Syrian army’s 46th Regiment 
is a sharp blow to the government’s 
efforts to roll back rebels gains and 
shows a rising level of organization 
among opposition forces. 

More important than the base’s 
fall, however, are the weapons the 
rebels found inside. 

“There has never been a bat- 
tle before with this much booty,” 
said Gen. Ahmad al-Faj of the reb- 


els Joint Command, a grouping of 
rebel brigades. 

Al-Faj said all soldiers inside 
were either killed or captured in 
the attack, which began Saturday. 
He said he didn’t know how many 
were killed, but that the rebels had 
taken about 50 prisoners. 

The Syrian government does not 
respond to requests for comment 
on military affairs and said noth- 
ing about the base’s capture, (ap)

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War in Afghanistan Sees 
5 U.S. Generals in 5 Years 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

For former CIA director David 
Petraeus, it was a one-year stint as 
top U.S. commander in Afghani- 
stan. His replacement is scheduled 
to leave next year after 18 months 
in the job. 

And now the sex scandal that 
draws them together — Petraeus’ 
career toppled and Marine Gen. 
John Allen’s possibly on hold — 
also has placed greater attention 
to the quick turnover of American 
battlefield chiefs in the 11-year war. 

Nearly two dozen generals have 
commanded coalition troops since 
the U.S. invasion in 2001, with five 
U.S. generals leading in the past 
five years alone. 

“The learning curve is pretty 
steep,” said retired Lt. Gen. David 
Barno, who commanded U.S. forces 
in Afghanistan in 2003 and 2004. 

There is no firm evidence the 
Pentagon’s revolving door in 
Afghanistan has posed signifi- 
cant obstacles for U.S. troops, but 
some analysts and former mili- 
tary officers say that rotating gen- 
erals so quickly creates a discon- 
nect between the commanders and

ToLL-vioLation rate for 
road is 4 times higher 
than state average 


Gaithersburg, Md. 

Nearly 1 in 3 motorists who use 
the Intercounty Connector with- 
out an E-ZPass transponder don’t 
pay the toll later, making Mary- 
land’s newest and most expen- 
sive highway home to a toll-vio- 
lation rate four times higher than 
the state average. 

Individual motorists racked up 
as much as $1,418 each in unpaid 
tolls after driving on the ICC, or 
Route 200, as many as 430 times 
during the first six months of this 
year. A rental- car company owed 
$4,263 in ICC toll debt, while a 
construction company accrued 
$2,241 for 65 unpaid trips during 
that time. 

The new 18. 8-mile highway 
between Gaithersburg and Lau- 
rel has added quickly — and rela- 
tively significantly — to the state’s 
toll losses. The ICC accounts for 
5 percent of the state’s toll revenue. 
However, the nearly $670,000 in 
unpaid tolls between January and 
June amounted to almost 30 per- 
cent of all tolls that went uncol- 
lected statewide during that time, 
according to figures obtained 
from the Maryland Transporta- 
tion Authority. 

The ICC’s problem is twofold: 
As an all-electronic road with no 
toll booths, the ICC can charge 
tolls only by deducting them from 
E-ZPass transponders or by mailing 
a photo of the vehicle tag along with

Current state law requires a 
$50 civil citation immediately 
upon not paying at a toll booth. 
Instead, the authority imposes 
a $25 fee only after 30 days to 
allow vehicles to use E-ZPass 
lanes and the ICC without a tran- 
sponder.

an invoice for a higher “video toll” 
to the vehicle’s registered owner. 

However, Maryland’s tolling 
authority doesn’t use the kinds of 
enforcement measures — vehicle 
registration suspensions and court 
referrals — that tolling experts 


say are the most effective in get- 
ting people to pay the mailed bills. 

State Sen. Catherine Pugh, 
D -Baltimore, chairwoman of the 
Senate Finance Committee’s trans- 
portation subcommittee, said she 
plans to hold a hearing early next 
year on the state’s toll- collection 
methods. 

“We can’t afford to leave money 
on the table,” Pugh said. “The ICC 
was a very expensive road to build.” 

As the ICC on Thursday marks 
the first anniversary of its fiill open- 
ing, its violation rate is notewor- 
thy because it is the Washington 
region’s first all-electronic toll road.

Area Jobless Rates Drop in Oct. 


D.C., Md., Va. all see 
jump in professional 
services sector work 


Washington 

The unemployment rate dropped 
in the District, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia in October, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported Tuesday, with all 
three jurisdictions seeing their 
greatest job growth in the profes- 
sional services sector. 

The report was strongest for 
Maryland, where the unemploy- 
ment rate fell to 6.7 percent from 


6.9 percent and 14,000 jobs were 
added. The state added more jobs in 
the private sector than in any one- 
month period since 1996. 

The sector that contributed 
most to Maryland’s job growth was 
professional services, which added 
3,900 positions in October. The 
retail industry and the leisure and 
hospitality sector also made gains, 
each adding 3,700 jobs. 

In Virginia, the jobless rate 
ticked down to 5.7 percent from 5.9 
percent, but the state lost 600 jobs. 

Three industries — profession- 
al services, financial activities and 
retail and trade — added jobs in

the Commonwealth in October. 
Those areas gained 3,600 posi- 
tions, 200 positions and 1,100 posi- 
tions, respectively. All other sec- 
tors either remained unchanged 
or shed jobs. The biggest decrease 
came from the government sector, 
which lost 1,400 jobs. 

The District added 1,500 jobs 


and its unemployment rate fell to 
8.5 percent from 8.7 percent, the 
lowest level seen since January 
2009. The largest gains were in 
the professional services sector, 
which added 900 jobs in October. 

After slipping from a 22-year 
high in September, the District’s 
construction employment rose to 
14,100 from 13,500. 

“Even though it’s a mildly 
encouraging month, compared 
to where the recovery needs to 
be, it’s still pretty slow,” said 
James Bohnaker, associate econ- 
omist with Moody’s Analytics.

Fight Over Union Station Vision 


Escalator plan pits 
developers against 
preservationists 


Washington 

A short-term plan to remake Union 
Station’s Main Hall maybe running 
afoul of a new long-term vision for 
a dramatic expansion of the station. 

Community groups and histor- 
ic preservationists have been ana- 
lyzing a plan by Ashkenazy Acqui- 
sition, the company that manages 
retail space in Union Station, to 
remove the center cafe in the Main 
Hall and open up two holes in the 
floor to provide escalator access to 
the lower levels. New York-based 
Ashkenazy controls the retail 
through a 2007 deal it signed with 
the Union Station Redevelopment 
Corporation. 

But the ideas have raised con- 
cerns about what the changes

would do to alter the station’s his- 
toric aspects. 

Now there is a new set of con- 
cerns: that the Ashkenazy plan 
would inhibit the massive expan- 
sion that Amtrak and D.C. develop- 
er Abridge are plotting and which 
could triple passenger capacity. 

USRC president Beverley 


Swaim-Staley said improving the 
station’s commercial viability was 
also a core goal for the station, but 
she said she wasn’t sure yet whether 
the proposed changes to the Main 
Hall conflicted with the long-term 
vision. “I think it’s too early to 
tell,” she said.

An Extra Helping of Sales 


Some are crying fowl as more stores use 
Thanksgiving Day to kick off Black Friday 


Washington 

At this rate, we may have to rename 
Thanksgiving “Black Thursday.” 

Big-box retailers such as Walmart, 
Toys RUs and Sears are opening their 
doors at 8 p.m. Thursday — just as 
Thanksgiving dinner tables are being 
cleared in many homes. Target will fol- 
low suit at 9 p.m., enticing shoppers out 
of their homes during the final football 
game of the day. 

Not everybody is happy about it, 
but retailers are scrambling to make 
the most of what is expected to be a 
mediocre shopping season — even if 
it means cutting into a holiday tradi- 
tionally reserved for family gatherings 
and decadent meals. 

“There’s a segment of the popula- 
tion who wants to drop their drumstick 
and immediately pick up a door-bust- 
er,” said Brian Hanover, a spokesman 
for Sears. “Our customers kept telling 
us they wanted more flexible Black Fri- 
day shopping hours.” 

Last year, when stores opened as 


early as 9 p.m. on Thanksgiving, it 
sparked protests from workers and 
shoppers who worried that there soon 
wouldn’t be any holiday left. 

This year, as retailers start even ear- 
lier, similar protests are under way: Tar- 
get employees have started a petition 
to “save Thanksgiving,” and Walmart 
workers say they are gearing up for pro- 
tests on Black Friday. 

“It’s ridiculous,” said Anthony Hard- 
wick, a former Target employee who 
led protest efforts last year. “We’re get- 
ting rid of Thanksgiving dinner, and 
for what? For a $300 flat-screen TV?” 

But retailers think they have found a 
new pocket of holiday shoppers — those 
who aren’t eager to wake up early Fri- 
day for the traditional discounts but are 
willing to forgo Thanksgiving dessert. 

Perhaps the earliest door-busters 
will begin at 6 a.m. Thanksgiving, when 
Kmart will begin selling high-defini- 
tion plasma TVs for $199.99. 

Retailers say last year’s earlier open- 
ings drew a younger crowd of shoppers 
who prefer to stay up late rather than

wake up early to snag deep discounts. 

The intrusion into Thanksgiv- 
ing comes as retailers try to offset yet 
another expected year of tepid holiday 
sales. Stores are looking for new ways 
to bring in consumers, and they won’t 
be satisfied with just one visit. 

Walmart, Target and others are 
staggering their Black Friday promo- 
tions, launching sales of such coveted 
products as iPads at specific times in 
hopes that shoppers will return again 
and again to get the lowest prices. 

“If [customers] want to go home, 
we’d love to have them come back at 
5 a.m. the next morning,” said Dun- 
can Mac Naughton, Walmart’s chief 
merchandising and marketing officer. 

Even so, analysts say earlier open- 
ing times may not necessarily trans- 
late into higher revenue. But as long as 
demand for Thanksgiving Day shop- 
ping remains high, retailers say they

As 
a matter of fact, have we not all 
had brothers, sisters, friends

a good feeling around the club.”

Music 

Veteran stoner-metal band High on Fire 
released its sixth album this past spring, 
the blistering “De Vermis Mysteriis,” an 
ambitious collection about Jesus’ time- 
traveling twin brother. As the Oakland, 
Calif., band enjoyed glowing reviews 
and sold- out shows, however, it faced 
one of the hardest disappointments of 
its 15-year career. 

Right before the band embarked 


on its U.S. tour to support the album, 
singer/guitar player Matt Pike entered 
rehab for alcohol abuse. All dates were 
canceled. 

Pike is actually the second mem- 
ber of High on Fire to get sober. In 
early 2011, bass player Jeff Matz went 
through rehab. 

“He’s a sharper player now,” drum- 
mer Des Kensel says of Matz. “He’s 
more with it, not hung over and sleep- 
ing all day.” 

Kensel hopes Pike ultimately gains 
a similarly renewed spirit for High on 
Fire’s rescheduled U.S. dates this win- 
ter. On a recent short tour of Australia, 
says the drummer, “I could tell he was

better to be around, with less anxiety 
and more focused on the task at hand.” 

The members of High on Fire were 
never particularly hard boozers in their 
early days (as their name and genre sug- 
gest, there are mellower ways to catch a 
buzz), but all that time on the road can 
make any musician turn to the bottle.

“Sometimes, before a show, we 
would gather around and do a group 
shot or something like that,” Kensel 
says. “It was like we were all feeling 
like [expletive] and needed a drink.” 

To record the new disc, the trio 
booked studio time in Massachu- 
setts, about as far from Oakland as 
they could get. 

“There are just too many distrac- 
tions here [in Oakland],” Kensel says. 
“Kids, wives, girlfriends, bars. We had 
to do it somewhere else or we thought 
this record would never come out.” 

Kensel himself isn’t sober, “but I’m 
not ragin’,” he says. However, playing 
High on Fire’s very precise brand of 
metal night after night and year after 
year has taken a different toll on the 
drummer. “I’ve already had two sur- 
geries,” he says. In addition to a spine 
fusion, he had orthoscopic surgery on 
his shoulder to repair damage caused 
by pounding the skins so relentlessly. 

“The music is definitely demand- 
ing,” Kensel says. “It’ll physically wear 
you out. So you have to balance fun with 
taking care of your body. That’s your

Stage 

If you see “The Strange Undoing of Pru- 
dencia Hart ” grab a couple of extra nap- 
kins from the bartender before taking 
your seat. Someone will come by and 
ask you to tear them into little pieces 
— you’ll find out why later in the night. 

“Prudencia Hart” is a raucous, 
rhyming send-up of academia, per- 
formed not in a theater but in D.C. 
bar the Bier Baron. The actors move 
around and amid an audience that’s 
knocking back drinks and singing 
along. Spectators serve as props: You 
might be enlisted as a pretend motor- 
bike, so don’t get too tipsy. 

“It’s as if we just happened to turn 
up here,” says Wils Wilson, director of 
the National Theatre of Scotland pro- 
duction, which had a sold-out run at 
the 2011 Edinburgh Festival Fringe and 
is now on a world tour. “The story is 
responding to the reality of the room.

the reality of the moment.” 

The story, told entirely in verse, 
begins with Prudencia (Melody Grove), 
an academic who specializes in Scottish 
“border ballads” — folk songs native 
to the region around the Anglo-Scot- 
tish border — driving to a conference 
on said border. There, she finds her- 
self snowbound and lured into a super- 
natural trap by her thirst for esoteric 
knowledge. The Devil finds Prudencia’s 


weakness and slyly exploits it. 

The folk music Prudencia has 
devoted her life to is an oral tradition, 
shifting based on the whim of the per- 
former or the reaction of the listener 
— much like “Prudencia Hart” itself. 

“The sense of it being slightly 
improvised — there’s a reality to that 
because we’re adapting it to each venue 
and it does change for every audience,” 
Wilson says. 

Prudencia and her beloved bal- 
lads are at home in a bar, Wilson says. 
“It’s the idea of a Scottish ceilidh — a 
night where there might be dancing, 
there might be singing, there might be 
a story. The atmosphere generally does 
involve having a drink.” 

The setting raises one obvious ques- 
tion: Do drunken spectators ever get a 
little too involved? 

No, Wilson says. “Audiences are 
very sensitive. They pick up very quick- 
ly what’s appropriate and what isn’t.” 

“What’s appropriate” is sometimes 
making a beautiful mess. When the 
actors call for a snowstorm, the audi- 
ence fills the air with those bits of white 
paper napkin, falling for the theatri- 
cal illusion they created themselves.

f love letter to mail. Stamps are tiny works of art, 

and snail mail is a modern miracle. (Scribble 
address on package. Give package to government. Package 
arrives at address!) Interactive exhibits, scavenger hunts 
and curiosities will amuse philatelists (stamp collectors) 
and normal people alike. 


The Postal Museum is fascinated by 
“disaster mail” — pieces of canceled 
mail that survived calamities. The 
“Fire & Ice: Hindenburg and Titanic” 
exhibit reminds visitors that both ill- 
fated vessels were once the world’s 
largest mobile post offices. 

The museum is also obsessed with 
Owney, the unofficial canine mascot 
of the Railway Mail Service in the late 


19th century. Owney himself is on dis- 
play, stuffed and flaunting the many 
tags given to him by fans as he rode the 
rails. If merely looking at Owney is not 
enough, there’s an Owney iPhone app, 
e-book and stamp.

Screen 

Like a kids show that continually 
winks at an adult audience, “Hitch- 
cock,” opening Friday, contains a 
number of in-jokes meant to make 
film nerds chuckle. Here’s a guide 
to the laughter: 

‘Vertigo* 

“Hitchcock,” starring Anthony 


Hopkins buried under prosthetics, 
recounts the making of 1960’s “Psy- 
cho.” Throughout, people fret that 
the movie will be “another ‘Verti- 
go.’” That 1958 film didn’t do great 
at the box office and critical recep- 
tion was mixed. Now “Vertigo” is 
near-universally considered Hitch- 
cock’s best film; this year, it ousted 
“Citizen Kane” from the top spot 
on the British Film Institute’s Top 
50 Greatest Films of All Time list. 

The Profile 

Hitchcock was one of the first film- 
makers to embrace the storytelling 
potential of television, most notably 


in the 1955-1962 anthology series 
“Alfred Hitchcock Presents.” At the 
beginning of each episode, Hitch- 
cock would stride onscreen in pro- 
file and address the viewers direct- 
ly as he set up the story. The same 
thing happens (in the same droll, 
dry style) in the film. 

Windows 

One of the most prominent wink- 
wink-nudge-nudge tropes in 
“Hitchcock” is that Alfred often 
peers through window shades at 
unknowing subjects. That’s a nod 
to “Rear Window,” Hitch’s 1954 
film about a wheelchair-bound 


photographer (Jimmy Stewart) 
who uses binoculars and a telepho- 
to lens to watch his neighbors. He’s 
interested in their everyday dra- 
mas, but what really captures his 
attention is an apparent murder. 

The Male Gaze 

The best allusion to Hitchcock’s 
work is also the most subtle. In 
1975, film critic Laura Mulvey pub- 
lished “Visual Pleasure and Narra- 
tive Cinema,” an essay introducing 
the concept of the “male gaze” in 
movies. Mulvey asserted that the

camera functions as a man’s eye, 
rendering the women it captures 
as passive objects. She considered 
“Rear Window” one of the best 
examples of her theory. Indeed, 
Hitchcock’s entire body of work is 
a lesson in how to look at women, 
ideally young blondes. 

In “Hitchcock,” director Sacha 
Gervasi uses the camera as Hitch 
often did, drifting over women’s 
bodies as if to tell the audience, 
“hey, check THIS out.” In a cheeky 
turn of events, Gervasi doesn’t 
focus on prototypical “Hitch- 
cock blonde” Janet Leigh (Scar- 
lett Johansson), instead lingering 
on the 67-year- old Helen Mirren.

Turnips, a typically underappreciated root veggie, get 
their due in Vinoteca chef Lonnie Zoeller s dish — a twist 
on a kale-and-dried-fruits side ($6) on the restaurant’s 
fall menu. “The turnips add a crispy element,” and their 
zippy, slightly spicy flavor balances out the sugary profile 
of the dried fruit. The garlic-butter glaze adds a savory 
dimension. “To me, the dish represents fall heading into 
winter,” Zoeller says. 


» 1 whole garlic bulb 
» Olive oil, drizzle 
» 2 sticks unsalted butter 
» 2 pounds baby turnips, 
greens trimmed and saved 
» 1 tablespoon dry currents 
a 1 tablespoon dry golden 
raisins 

» 1 tablespoon canola oil 
» 2 tablespoons pork, 
chicken, beef or vegetable 
stock 

a Salt, to taste 
a Black pepper, to taste 

Makes about four servings. 

Make the garlic butter: Heat oven to 
275 degrees. Trim off the top of the 
garlic, cover with olive oil and place 
in a saute pan. Add a spoonful of 
water, cover with foil and place in the 
oven to roast for about an hour, until 
garlic is soft and golden. Remove the 
garlic from the bulb and puree in a 
food processor with unsalted butter. 
Set aside 2 tablespoons of garlic 
butter for the recipe (save the rest to 
spread on bread). 

In a medium pot, place the 
turnips in enough water to cover 
and then salt generously. Bring to

a very light simmer, until a paring 
knife can penetrate the turnips 
and be removed easily, then place 
the turnips on a towel to dry. When 
cool, cut them into wedges. 

In a small pot, lightly simmer 
currents and golden raisins in 
¥4 cup of water until soft. Cool fruit 
in a bowl; reserve water for sauce. 

In a large saute pan on medium/ 
high heat, heat canola oil and 
lightly brown turnips on several 
sides, seasoning with salt and 
pepper. Add garlic butter. Toast 
slightly, until butter starts to 
bubble. Add the turnip greens, 
followed by the fruit, with a little of 
the reserved water and the stock. 
Continue cooking at medium heat 
until the greens are wilted and 
the sauce has thickened enough 
to coat the back of a spoon (4 to 5 
minutes). Serve immediately.

This stuffing — which will be served as part of Founding 
Farmers’ and Farmers Fishers Bakers’ Thanksgiving Day 
menu ($35; noon to 8 p.m.) - takes advantage of chestnuts’ 
limited seasonal availability to add a nutty flavor. Chunks 
of bacon lend salty richness. The dish may be prepared a 
day ahead - just don’t bake it until an hour or so before you 
plan to serve the meal.

Popcorn Balls 

Recipe by Nate Waugaman, 
executive chef of EatBar 
(2761 Washington Blvd., 
Arlington; 703-778-9951, 
Eat-bar.com) 

A mainstay at EatBar, 
executive chef Nate 
Waugaman’s caramel- and 
bourbon-flavored bacon- 
flecked popcorn balls ($3) 
would make a novel pre- or 
post-Thanksgiving dinner 
snack. Waugaman says 
the treat was inspired by 
the homemade caramel 
popcorn balls he received 
while trick-or-treating as 
a kid. This version is more 
grown-up: Waugaman uses 
Maker’s Mark bourbon to 
add a rich, boozy flavor 
that holds its own against 
smoky bacon. The shortcut 
here is built into the recipe: 
Start with popped popcorn. 



» 4 cups sugar 
a 2 ounces bacon fat 
a 4 ounces butter 
a 2 ounces bourbon 
a 1 tablespoon 
baking soda 
a 1 cup chopped bacon 
a 32 cups popped popcorn 

Makes 40 to 50 golf ball-sized 
balls: In a saucepan, nnixthe 
sugar with enough water until its 
texture resennbLes wet sand. Cook 
over nnoderate heat until the sugar 
carannelizes (do not stir). After it's 
carannelized, stir in the rennaining 
ingredients (except the popcorn) 
in the order listed. Pour the 
nnixture over the popcorn; stir to 
coat evenly. Roll into balls quickly 
before the nnixture cools. (The 
chef reconnnnends wearing latex 
gloves to protect your hands fronn 
the hot carannel).

The simplicity of Evening Star Cafe’s broccoli rabe recipe 
belies its strong flavors, says executive chef Jim Jeffords, 
who prefers the more intensely earthy flavor of broccoli 
rabe over regular broccoli. “It’s good for anyone who’s 
looking for a very hearty, bitter winter green,” he says. The 
restaurant serves the garlicky dish as a side and as an 
accompaniment to its salmon and dumplings entree ($22), 
where it’s topped with a black mustard Hollandaise sauce. 
For advanced home cooks, Hollandaise makes a great 
topping for this broccoli rabe, Jeffords says. 


» 3 bunches broccoli rabe 
» 10 whole garlic cloves 
» 1 cup olive oil 
» 2 tablespoons red pepper 
flakes 

Serves six people. 

Make the garlic oil: Place the 
oil and garlic cloves in a saute 
pan. Slowly bring up the heat of 
the oil until the garlic starts to 
brown. Rennove fronn heat and let 
sit for 45 nninutes. 

Chop the broccoli stenns about 
2 inches fronn the head. Discard 
the ends. Blanche by subnnerging 
the broccoli in a large pot of 
salted boiling water. Cook for

Clever storage solutions and 
insightful furniture placement 
(she can seat 10 people for drinks) 
make her studio seem roomier than 
it actually is. 

The apartment demonstrates her 
belief that money does not buy taste. 
Curated with affordable pieces from 
Ikea, eBay and Craigslist, the place is 
cozy and sophisticated. The kitchen, 
walk-in closet and bathroom are 
meticulously ordered. Vitamins 
are stored in green lacquered boxes 
from the Container Store; in the 
kitchen, water hyacinth baskets 
from World Market stash serving 
pieces and linens. 

“I’m a maximalist in a minimal- 
ist space,” Freeman says. “More is 
more. I always want more.” 

She delights in giving tours. 
“Welcome to the bedroom, not to 
be confused with the hallway,” 
she says, laughing. While in many 
studios you’ll find the bed plopped 
in the apartment’s center, there 
was no way her guests were going 
to be sitting around on a mattress. 

“Here’s the library where I 
can have a glass of port,” she says 
about the Expedit Ikea shelving 
that holds many of her books and 
serves as the divider from her 
“bedroom.” 


She takes a half step and 
continues the tour. “Next is my 
home office, which is adjacent to 
my living room,” she says. The 
white office desk, from Home 
Decorators Collection, has the faux 
bamboo details she adores. She 
dressed it up with Anthropologie 
coral pulls. 

The living room houses two 
major statement pieces: a 71-inch 


sofa from small-space furniture 
specialist Creative Classics (906 
King St., Alexandria; 703-518-4663, 
Creativeclassics.com) and a large 
$175 white credenza from eBay. She 
points to a black faux bamboo table 
for two: “This is my dining room.” 

“I’ve been obsessed with home 
decor most of my life,” Freeman 
says. “I had considered going to 
design school.” Her career took a

next step. 

She moved back to Alabama for 
a bit but returned to D.C. in 2011 
to work as a congressional aide. 
Determined to get her own place 
after a series of group houses, she 


stumbled upon a teeny studio in 
Capitol Hill with parquet floors and 
lots of light. When she unloaded 
her moving truck, she had only 
her clothes, a few vintage pieces 
and a whole lot of ideas. 

Green was a good way to 
combine two favorite design 
themes: bold beachy Palm Beach 
style and chinoiserie, a look defined 
by fanciful Chinese-inspired 
furnishings. 

On three walls, she used Mythic 
Paint’s Hanging Vine high-gloss, 
and she hunted down $20 green 
ikat pillows from Wisteria. 

Her walk-in closet is a temple 
of orderliness in shades of green.

Container Store hold necklaces 
and bracelets, and Target plastic 
stacking drawers lined with 
wallpaper contain clothes and 
other accessories.

On the wall next to her bed are 
prints of paintings commissioned 
for official White House holiday 
cards during the four years she 
was at the Bush White House, 
a traditional annual staff gift 
from the president. “This kind of 
personal memento makes your 
home an honest reflection of who 
you are, and not just an anonymous 
space,” Freeman says. 

Naturally, Freeman added 
her own touch: The prints are 
displayed in four matching carved 
gold frames she scored at a hotel 
liquidation sale for $10 apiece.

In either case, the Fieri sketch 
shows how “SNL" has had to evolve as 
more people watch it in chunks online 
and fewer watch Live. If this means we 
get to see more of what never made 
it past dress rehearsal, I say open the 
floodgates. Sometimes a rough draft 
is better without the polish.

^ T Good news: If you thought 
9:00 “Liz & Dick” would be 
J lame, you aren’t wrong. 
Bad news: It falls short of being 
laughably, irresistibly bad. What a 
missed opportunity! 


Even so, “Liz & Dick” will prob- 
ably pay off for Lifetime, at least. 
Despite warnings that viewers not 
waste their time on this made-for- 
TV film, lots of them will fall prey 
to their curiosity and flock to Sun- 
day’s 9 p.m. premiere. 

“Liz & Dick” covers the epic 
quarter-century love affair of Eliz- 
abeth Taylor and Richard Burton, 
who, after meeting on the set of 
“Cleopatra,” ditched their respec- 
tive spouses, wed, divorced, mar- 


ried again and split again, all while 
keeping the world thrilled and scan- 
dalized with their steamy, rocky 
romance. 

But however colorful this love 
story, it confronts numerous hur- 
dles en route to the screen. 

For one thing, Taylor is among 
the most recognizable and legend- 
ary stars of all time. Who can cap- 
ture her presence in a biopic? 

Clearly not Lindsay Lohan. Her 
hair is darkened, her lips are paint- 


ed, her ample decolletage is put on 
display. But any resemblance to Tay- 
lor’s ivory voluptuousness is slight. 
As a star and a sex symbol, Lohan, 
26, is smaller-than-life, not larger. 

Meanwhile, she is unable (or 
can’t be bothered) to transform 
her throaty manner of speaking to 
resemble Taylor’s lilting, English- 
accented voice. 

Notwithstanding her status as a 
tabloid cover girl, Lohan was once 
regarded as a decent actress. 

Not here. When Taylor and Bur- 
ton meet, both in costume, at the 
start of shooting “Cleopatra,” this 
electric moment is marked by his 
rakishly inquiring, “Has anyone ever 
told you you’re a very pretty girl?” 

The best Lohan can muster as 
a comeback: a roll of the eyes and 
an impatient sigh. 

Australian-born Grant Bowl- 
er does his best to portray Burton. 
But Bowler is most notable for not 
looking at all like Burton. 

For those who simply must 
watch this film, the high points 
are scenes re-created from the 1966 
Taylor-and-Burton drama “Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf?” They 
attempt to pull off a credible ren- 
dition of this classic film; instead, 
Lohan and Bowler seem to be spoof- 
ing it on “Saturday Night Live.” 

On his and Taylor’s second wed- 
ding day. Burton, loutish as ever, 
toasts their tortured relationship 
thusly: “They love, they drink, they 
fight, they fornicate, they marry, 
they divorce, they marry again. 
Really, how long can this show run?” 

How long, indeed, the viewer 
will be wondering. 

Whatever Lohan’s hopes were for 
a comeback, this flyweight endeav- 
or won’t restore any luster to its 
fallen star. If only it were worse!

Let It (Faux) Snow 



Skiing resorts across 
New England can't 
rely on Mother Nature, 
so they’re faking it 

Adventure 

Ski areas across New England 
have spent big bucks on low-ener- 
gy, high-efficiency snowmaking to 
ensure the slopes are snow-covered 
earlier and longer after a dismal 
season last year. 

At this time last year, Stowe 
Mountain Resort in Vermont had 
six trails open. This year, the resort 
opened Saturday, a week earlier 
than in 2011, with nearly double the 
number of trails thanks to $4.7 mil- 
lion in snowmaking improvements. 

“This summer was a big expan- 
sion for us, and it’s already paying 
dividends,” said Michael Manley, 
mountain operations manager, who 
says the resort is making twice as 
much snow as before. This summer, 
Stowe added 325 energy-efficient 
snow tower guns, replaced 150 of 
the land snow guns with more effi- 
cient ones and put in 16 fan guns. 

And like other resorts using the 
high-efficiency technology, Stowe is 
spending less money to do it, elim- 
inating more than 100,000 gallons 
of diesel fuel a year. 

Maine’s Sunday River spent 
$1 million this summer to install 
300 new snow guns that will cover 
15 of the resort’s most popular trails. 
Now it has at least six trails open.

“So we’ve opened more terrain 
at a faster rate,” said Darcy Morse, 
director of communications. 

In neighboring New Hamp- 
shire, Ragged Mountain in Dan- 
bury has added 100 low-energy, 
high- efficiency tower snow guns. 


and Mount Sunapee in Newbury 
bought an extra 14, bringing the 
total over the past five years to 72. 

Smugglers’ Notch in Vermont 
also spent more than $1 million, 
adding 150 of the tower guns 
and other snowmaking enhance- 
ments; Bromley has installed 60 
of the snow guns over the top of 
the mountain; and Burke Moun- 
tain Resort added 150 of the snow 
guns and replaced its diesel com- 
pressors with an electric compres- 
sor, allowing it to open the day after 
Thanksgiving, two weeks earlier 
than it typically does. 

“It’s a big change in the way we 
operate and our ability to open up 
earlier and then also recover from 
warming events during the sea- 
son,” said Tim McGuire, general

24 hours in advance when airlines 
start releasing more seats. If con- 
necting, see whether seats have 
opened up 24 hours before the sec- 


ond flight departs. 

Ask at check-in. Agents can 
sometimes put families in seats 
held just prior to departure. 

Ask again. Gate agents and 
flight attendants can sometimes 
seek volunteers to swap seats. 

^ If all else fails, offer nearby 
passengers candy or a drink to 
switch seats. Seriously, bartering 
works.
